Delegate to the United States, ad- 
dressed these words to 4,000 dele- 
gates to the national convention of 
the National Council of Catholic 
Women, at the Pontifical Mass 
which he offered up in the Cathe- 
dral of the Immaculate Conception 
here to open the meeting. Bishop 
Emmet M. Walsh of Charleston, S. 
C,. delivered the sermon at the 
Mass and Bishop Edwin V. O’Hara 
of Kansas City, convention host, 
presided. 

Bishop Noll’s talk to the N.C.C. 
W. is published on page one, sec- 
tion two of this issue. 

Archbishop Cicognani referred 
to the October, 1945, message of 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII, ap- 
pealing to the women of the world 
to lead in the restoration of the 
family and human society, and 
stated: 

“T> the women gathered before 
him, the Sovereign Pontiff said at 
that time: ‘The Divine Master is 
calling you.’ Today he repeats to 
you this same watchword, During, 
these days you are setting your- 
selves to a careful study of this 
pontifical message, with a view to 
later carrying out as much of it 
as you can. This is a source of joy 
for the Holy Father, and today he 
sends. you a_ special Apostolic 
Benediction for the happy outcome 
of your discussions and delibera- 
tions.” 

Describing to the assembled rep- 
resentatives of national Catholic 
women’s societies and diocesan 
Councils of Catholic Women how 
the Christian principle that unborn 
children have the same rights as 
those already born follows from the 
God-given right to existence, the 
Apostolic Delegate declared: “Al- 
ways and everywhere the Church 
has defended this principle. It is 
directly opposed to certain prac- 
tices which are an abuse of life 
and which; unfortunately, find de- 
fenders even in our own day. This 
a has brought to society 
untold recovery from many ills, and 
on it depends a great part of the 
very life of society.” 

“The Christian woman must be 
wise and valiant,” the Apostolic 
Delegate counseled. “While Chris- 
tianity reprehends in a woman 
that sort of independence which 
entails neglect of the home or of 
the education of children, or re- 
bellion against- the commands of 
God, it nevertheless always 
laid claim to true liberty—to ‘the 
freedom wherewith Christ has 
made us free.’ (Gal, 4, 31).” 

In his sermon, Bishop Walsh 
praised the men and women who 
renounce their right to marry in 
order to dedicate their lives to 
prayer and the service of their

Tabulation Of Polish 
Hierarchy Shows Soviets 
Liquidated Three Sees 


Cracow, Sept. 16.—(NC)—A re- 
view of the status of the Polish 
Hierarchy as presented here by the 


Inter-Catholic Press Agency lists 
six Archbishops in the country, 
of whom two are cardinals, 28 
Bishops and five Apostolic Admini- 
strators. The Archdioceses of 
Wilno and Lwow and the Diocese 
of Luck, as well as the Greek- 
Catholic dioceses in Eastern Poland 
have been liquidated by ‘the So- 
viets, it is disclosed. 

Reporting that this liquidation 
has not been acknowledged by the 
Holy See, Inter-Catholic mentions 
that the 1946 Annuario Pontificio 
(Church yearbook published in 
Vatican City) continues to carry 
the names of the Polish dioceses in- 
corporated into Russia with the 
notation that the Bishops concern- 
ed are either in exile or in prison. 

Bishop Adolf Szelazek of Luck, 
expelled from his diocese, now lives 
in Chelmno.

Readers have written to us to 
ask what our attitude is towards 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace's 
recent New York speech. In ans- 
wer, we would like to say that it is 
the policy of this paper not to dis- 
cuss political questions, but if we 
were asked to offer comment as a 
theologian, as a philosopher, or as 
an American patriot, we would ans- 
wer as follows: 


As a theologian, we must be on 
the side of God and on the side of 
Christ, and therefore cannot con- 
done anything which is calculated 
to spread atheism or anti-Chris- 
tianity. Communism is officially 
both atheistic and anti-Christian. 
Therefore it is both against God 
and the Divine Founder of the 
Christian Faith. . 

\s a philosopher, we cannot ac- 
ce)i the totalitarian ideology on 
which the Soviet regime is based. 
We cannot see any difference be- 
tween Nazism and Communism and, 
therefore, cannot see why it is 
right to appease Stalin when it was

+h JTEARLY all Christians for sixteen cen- 


turies have been reciting a profession 
of faith in which the above words are em- 
phasized. 

The Creed in which that profession of 
faith is made was drafted at the Council 
of Nice in the year 325, amplified at the 
Council of Constantinople in the year 381, 
‘and was accepted by a united Christendom. 

The Orthodox Churches, now separated 
from Rome, the Anglican and the major 
Protestant -denominations support that 
Creed as they do the Acts of the first six 
General Councils, three of which were held 
in Constantinople, and presided over by the 
Pope or his legate—even if the invitation 
to the Council went out from the Emperor 
of Constantinople. 

The earlier Creed, attributed to the 
Apostles themselves, named after them and 
still recited by members of all Christian 
organizations, contained the article of faith 
“T believe in the holy Catholic Church.” 

The distinction which Protestants make 
between the “Catholic” and the “Roman 
Catholic’ Church is without foundation 
either in history or in fact. Historically 
there was only one “Catholic Church” for 
fifteen centuries. The Orthodox Churches 
have been national churches since their sep- 
aration from the one Church which had 
embraced all Christendom. No Protestant 
Church is, in any sense, “Catholic” today, 
nor are all of them combined. Even if they 
were, they would lack the chief characteris- 
tics of the Church of Christ, namely, “One- 
ness” and “Apostolicity.”

Cardinal Griffin declared that di- 
vorce and subsequent re-marriage 
is no part of Christian teaching 
or Christian ethics. He said: “We 
know that in no case is expediency 
or compromise the criterion of 
right or wrong, of truth of false- 
hood.” 


“In particular, unless private 
lives and personal relations, our 
family and national life, and inter- 
national relations,” the Cardinal 
stressed, “are found on the prin- 
ciples of the moral code, we shall 
have not peace and concord, but 
chaos and disaster.”

Record Reveals Archbishop Stepinac 
Of Yugoslavia As Courageous Fighter 
For Christian And Human Rights

was solely guided by a determina- 


tion to uphold moral principles 
and the rights of the human per- 
son against any violations, no mat- 
ter who perpetrated them, and no 
matter what justifications were 
offered. 

In defending these immutable 
rights, the Archbishop recognized 
no differences of race or creed or 
nationality, the record shows. He 
equally helped persecuted Cath- 
olies, Orthodox and Jews; Serbs 
and Croats. He defiantly rejected 
the nazi theories of “Arian” su- 
periority over “inferior” races. His 
own brother, accused of commu- 
nism and aiding the partisans, was 
calttured by the nazis and executed. 

Thousands of Jews who escaped 
ty Croatia from Austria and Hun- 
gary where they had found the as- 


sistance of Cardinal] Innitzer in 
Vienna and the late Cardinal 
Seredi, Hungary’s Primate, re- 


ceived food and shelter through 
Archbishop Stepinac. Even today 
he is still maintaini near Zag- 
reb a group of elderly homeless 
Jews, who prefer to remain under 
hi hospitality rather than take ad- 
vantage of the facilities now avail- 
able through international relief 
organizations.

Like 
St, Paul, Canon Cardyn sowed the 


'seeds of a spiritual revolution not 


Like St. Paul, 
he has been persecuted and im- 
prisoned; he has suffered failure 


‘and reproach. But during the pass- 
fage of the stormy years since St. 


Paul set out on his first missionary 
‘journey the world has seen many 
changes. Wars and plagues, inven-

Joseph Cardyn was born in 1882 
in Schaerbeck, a suburb of Brus- 
sels, into a world which offered 
nothing to the poor but a life of 
grinding toil in the factories, mills 
and shops. When Joseph was thir- 
teen his father told him he must 
leave school to work in the factory. 
Since his First Holy Communion he 
had cherished the dream of becom- 
ing a priest. Now he prayed in 
boyish earnestness, asking God to 
show him a way to follow his vo- 
cation. Then he crept quietly down 
the stairs to the kitchen and plead- 
ed with his father: 


“Tet me go on with my studies.” 

“But you know, my boy, you are 
the oldest. Your mother and I 
count on you to help us support 
your brothers and sisters.” 

“Father, please! I’ve heard the 
call of God. I want to be a priest.” 

What other answer but ‘Yes’ to 
this plea, even though it meant 
extra hours of hard labor and 
smaller rations, 


While Joseph was studying The- 
ology at the Seminary in Malines 
he was called home to the bedside 
of his dying father. He knelt to 
receive a last blessing from “that 
aged, wrinkled hand, worn by se- 
vere labor,” and at that moment he 
made a vow “to devote himself en- 
tirely to the working class, and, if 
necessary, to die in their service,” 

J.0.C. was born of that vow, 


Story Of Jocists 


Let’s listen in as Canon Cardyn 
tells the story: “In 1912 I began 
the Young Christian Workers 
movement with six girls of the 
poorest and six boys, also from the 
poorest families. They could read 
and write—no more. They were not 
educated but they were clever. I 
said to them: ‘If you wish, we will 
go on to the conquest of the world!” 

So Canon Cardyn began recruit- 
ing and training his army of mili- 
tants. As assistant pastor in a 
parish at Laecken, an industrial 
suburb of Brussels, he spent his 
time searching out the twelve and 
thirteen year old workers. He 
found them in the streets, in back 
alleys and at their work benches. 
He taught them to work on in- 
quiries, to discover their material, 
moral and religious problems for 
which a solution must be found. He’ 
taught them to observe, to judge 
and to act, among themselves, by 
themselves and for themselves. 
This was the inception of the Jocist 
— of the apostolate of like by 
ike. 

In 1915 Cardinal Mercier ap- 
pointed him Director of Catholic 
Charities for the District of Brus- 
sels. Here his apostolate widened 
to embrace more of the working 
world, and here, because of his 
bravery and zeal in protesting 
against deportation of Belgian 


As soon as he was freed he began 
his mission anew and was caught a 


War II Jocism continued to grow. 
In 1929 a pilgrimmage of 1400 
Jocist leaders were received by His 
Holiness in their working clothes. 
Every militant was presented to 
_ Pope and He spoke to each one. 
e blessed them, congratulated 
them and greeted them as one of 
the fairest hopes of the Church, 


Continued In War 


When World War II began there 
were more than one hundred thou- 
sand young boys and girls in two 
thousand local sections. Thousands 
of Jocists were deported to wor’: as 
slaves in'Germany, but while they 
were forced to slave for the Nazis, 
they continued to work as militants 
for Christ. They organized more 
than six hundred sections. They 
started an underground in every 
concentration camp in every part 
of Germany to serve their brothers 
and sisters in Christ. Hundreds 
were killed. The first General 
Chairman died in Dachau and the 
General Secretary, father of three 
children, died in Buchenwald. They 
died for the Church, for the sal- 
vation of working youth. Many of 
the leaders carried in their working 
clothes a little box with conse- 
crated hosts and they gave Com- 
munion to their fellows who were 
about to be cremated. 


In the black book listing enemies 
of the Nazi state, Joseph Cardyn’s 
name led all the rest. Eventually 
they tracked him down and impris- 
oned him in one of ths most notor- 
ious camps. However, he managed 
to secure permission to say Mass, 
and just as he was about to return 
to his quarters one of his loyal 
Jocists came to warn him that the 
Gestapo were looking for him.

Dear Youth, 


E clash of arms has long 

since ceased, for the most part. 
But the war of conflicting ideas 
sowing the seeds of World War III 
goes on, unnerving a still ex- 
hausted populace. 

Of course, the chief obstruction- 
ist, if not the only remaining ob- 
stacle to peace, is Soviet Russia, 
which ruthlessly persists through 
unscrupulous power politics in 
playing its vicious game of inter- 
national intrigue, 

However, the cause of peace so 
dear to the hearts of liberty-loving 
people everywhere is not hopeless. 
“Our Lady of the Rosary,” as Mary 
described herself on October 13, ap- 
peared to three devoted little 
clients of hers at Fatima, Portu- 
gal, on July 13, 1917, and solemnly 
promised “the conversion of Russia 
and an era of peace.” 


Certainly the price she asked for 
it was anything but prohibitive: 
“Pray the Rosary, pray many Ro- 
saries!” Consecrate the world to 
“My Immaculate Heart.” And re- 
ceive a “Communion of reparation 
on the first Saturday of each 
month.” 


Pope Pius XII seceded to the 
second of Mary’s requests on Oc- 
tober 31, 1942, when he consecrat- 
ed the entire world, including Rus- 
sia especially, to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, and the new Feast 
under the same title which he in. 
stituted last year was universally 
celebrated on August 22 of this 
year for the first time. 

Meanwhile the Crusade of the 
Rosary initiated by those three 
little devoted Portugese children 
in 1917 is increasing in momene 
tum, 

To help it along, I have pre- 
pared five articles for you on the 
Rosary, the first of which will ap- 
pear next week, to prepare you for 
the Month of the Most Holy Regs 
ary, October. 

As these articles refresh ycus

that meeting, and reminded his fellow apostles that they must 
‘make their choice from among men who had been “in our com- 
pany all the time that the Lord Jesus moved among us, from 
John’s Baptism until the day He was taken up from us. Of these 
one must become a witness with us of His resurrection’”—( Acts 
A 23-26). After earnest prayer Mathias was selected and “was 
‘numbered with the eleven Apostles.” 

Later Paul, whose name had been changed like that of Peter, 
was chosen directly by Christ as another Apostle, Christ directed 
these words to Ananias (Acts IX, 15-19): 

“Go, for this man is a chosen vessel to Me, to carry My name 
‘among nations and kings and the children of Israel, for I will 
show him how much he must suffer for My name.” 


Addressing Saul, Ananias said: 


“Brother Saul, the Lord has sent me, Jesus Who appeared to 
thee on that journey, that thou mayest recover thy sight and be 
filled with the Holy Spirit.” 

In the 26th chapter of Acts, Paul tells the story of his con- 


version, and refers to his personal selection by Jesus as an apostle 
(Ibid. V, 16-17). 

The original corporation, commissioned by Christ to propa- 
gate His truth to the world, “the One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic 
Church,” was constituted of the eleven men whom He addressed on 
Easter and on the eve of the Ascension, of Mathias, duly elected 
by the apostles themselves to replace Judas, and Paul miracu- 
lously chosen by Christ after His return to Heaven. 

As none of the original members of the divine corporation 
could have appointed himself, neither can there be any self-ap- 
pointed successor of: the

by selection and consecration by the original apostles, and only

E Catholics are proud of ged 
VY yecord in education. We had 
to keep the torch of culture alight 
during the hardest times in history. 
There was no one to help us and if 
you'll pardon us, we feel that we 
did pretty well. 
Our church was very young. She 
had just been freed of persecution 
by the Caesars and was only above | 
ground a century or so when the 
barbarians swept down on Europe 
and -reined in their horses prac- 
tically at our Holy Father’s front- 
door. There was only one thing to 
do with these shaggy roughnecks 
and that was to give them a solid 
Christian education. 
And we did. We don’t believe in 
killing off barbarians, you know, 
If you'll look at the story of our 
dealings with the Indians, the story 
of the Jesuit and the Franciscan 
missionaries in this country, you'll 
see that we always tried to civilize 
them, not by changing their way 
of life, but by Christianizing it, 
The Indians became dee ly attached 
to their Blackrobes and Padres, as 
they called them. | 
Anyway, in early Europe, the 
school at Charlemagne’s court soon 
became famous, and King Alfred 
helped us set up schools in Eng- 
land. Before man years had 
passed, we had founded great mon- 
asteries where men of those days 
could congregate and devote their 
lives to piety and study. There 
we copied and recopied the Bible, 
and Cicero, and Vergil, and all the 
classics. If there was anything 
worth keeping, we kept it. Those 


monasteries, by the way, were the 
public schools of the day. The Fa-!| 
thers there took in talented chil-| 
dren from the neighborhood and) 
taught them to read and write. 
And, finally, when the time was 
ripe, we erected our universities 
throughout Europe: Ravenna, Sa- 
lerno, Paris, Oxford, all of them 
chartered and reported by the 
Holy Father. They were open to 
the public.

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Priest Home From Bikini Urges Atom Bomb Be Outlawe 


But True Peace Can Only Come From Man's Determination To Live According To God's Laws 


Covington, Ky., Sept. 23.—(NC) 
_A priest-scientist who took part 
in the atomie bomb tests of “Op- 
eration Crossroads” has returned 
from Bikini lagoon with the con- 
setion that atomic warfare must 
vicvutlawed by the world but that 
true and lasting peace can only 
come from within man’s heart. 

Warning against the wrong &s- 
sumption that peace can be forced 
upon man from without, whether 
by atomic force or any other 
power, the Rev. John F. Schuler, a 
priest of the Diocese of Covington 
and a student of physics at the 
Graduate School of Arts and. Sci- 
ences, University of Cincinnati, 
said: 

“Every true Christian would be 
quick to remind us that genuine

isposition, which in turn results 
from sound Christian education and 
not from any wise or unwise policy 
regarding material forces.” 

Father Schuler, the only Catho- 
lic priest amogg the 400 scientists 
who went to the Pacific to take part 
in the tests, was attached to the 
Radiological Safety Section.

Booes And Hisses Haunt 'Ghost 
Of Guam’ On Return To Island 


For Slurring Slain Hero-Priest 


Agana, Guam, Sept. 23.—(Cable NC)—The hissing and 
booing which greeted the return here of Lt. George Ray 
Tweed, U.S. Navy. officer known as “the ghost of Guam” for 
eluding capture during the 31-month Japanese occupation 
of the island, was motivated in part by resentment against 
charges which the Navy officer had made in a book of his 


adventures, “Robinson Crusoe, > 


USN,” that a Catholie priest be- 
trayed the seal of the confessional 
and made known his hiding place. 


It is known here that these 
charges have been disproved both 
in affidavits furnished by Chamor- 
ros, some of whom risked their 
lives to aid Lieutenant Tweed, and 
through an investigation conducted 
by a U.S, Navy officer which dis- 
closed the accused priest died a 
hero’s death at the hands of the 
Japanese. It has been established 
that at least four natives were 
killed by the Japanese for shielding 
Tweed’s whereabouts, and the lives 
of many others were endangered. 


The aceused priest was Father 
Jesus Basa Duenas, the first Cham- 
orro ordained here. He was be- 
headed by the Japanese on July 13, 
1944, after he had been arrested re- 
putedly on grounds of being an 
enemy of Japan suspected of har- 
boring Lieutenant Tweed. 


The demonstration against Lieu- 
tenant Tweed was staged by a 
group of some 100 Guam residents, 
non-Catholies as well as Catholics, 
led by Father Osear Calvo, who at 
one time was the only Catholic 
priest on Guam during the enemy 
occupation. Father Calvo said it 
Was resentment against the Tweed 
charges which prompted the dem- 
onstration. 
Lieutenant Tweed. came back to 
the island to reward with a gift 
- a new automobile Antonio Ar- 
ero, 
year and nine months while he was 
eluding capture. The presentation 
was staged before a small group of 
Guamanians in the Plaza de Es- 
pano, after the demonstrators had 
filed out in orderly fashion. 


Although Father Calvo did not 
mention it, the “ghost of Guam” 
in his book, which was “ghost 
written” by Blake Clark, also made 
a charge against him of revealing 
a confidence. This charge also was 
disproved in affidavits, copies of 
which now are on file in the offices 
of America, national Catholic week- 
ly in New York. 

Lieutenant Tweed, ther a War- 
rant Officer, was sole survivor of 
six Americans who escaped cap- 
ture when the Japanese seized the 
sland. He was hidden in the back 
country by natives and was res- 
cued by a U.S. warship in July

Affidavits made by Flores and by 
Joaquin Limtiaco denied the char- 
ges made by Tweed against the 
priest. In his book, Tweed char- 
acterized Limtiaco as a man who 
was “punished longer and more 
severely than any other man who 
aided the Americans” and in his 
affidavit, Limtiaco said of the 
Tweed charges: “My conclusion is 
that Father Duenas was beheaded 
by the Japs for refusing to divulge 
the whereabouts of Tweed and not 
for any other reason.” 

In his book, the Navy officer de- 
clared his position was made more 
dangerous because Guamanians 
could not keep his whereabouts a 
secret. In affidavits taken from na- 
tives, it was stated that the posi- 
tion of those who aided Tweed was 
made precarious hecause he did not 


| keep under cover but moved about 


“thereby making himself notor- 
ious.” 

In his book Tweed referred to 
Father Calvo as “Father Scott.” He 
related that he went to the priest 
seeking the whereabouts of Tommy 
Tanaka, who had agreed to hide 
him in the early stages of his 
flight from the Japanese. Father 
“Scott” said he would contact the 
native, the book continues and of- 
fered to hide the Navy officer with 
a native, Jose Hernandez, whom 
he was sheltering, until Tanaka

Communist’s Attack On Church 


Throws French Assembly Into 
Uproar, Draws Vibrant Reply 


Paris, Sept. 23.—A vehemently slanderous attack on the 
French Hierarchy by a communist delegate to the national 
Constituent Assembly threw that body into an uproarious 
protest and resulted in a suspension of activities, during the 
recent debate on the inclusion of freedom of education in the 


French Gonstitution. 


The communist speaker, a young * 


author named Roger Garaudy, 
made his accusations in reply to 
two rightist members of the As- 
sembly, one of whom, Julien Brun- 
hes, a director of the Catholic 
Parents Association, had argued 
that State monopoly of education 
was a characteristic of totalitarian 
regimes. 


M. Garaudy began by represent- 
ing the doctrine of the Catholic 
Church as opposed to freedom of 
thought and directed solely toward 
defense of the rights of capital and 
private ownership. Ignoring pro- 
tests he increased his attack and 
eame out with the audacious false- 
hood that the French Hierarchy 
had welcomed the defeat of the 
French armies in 1940 and had 
celebrated a Te Deum when Petain 
assumed power. He concluded by 
stating that during the four years 
of the occupation the Hierarchy 
“was able to function according to 
its dreams.” 


These outrageous assertions pre- 
cipitated a tumult in the chamber. 
From the desks of the center and 
the right, the legislators shouted 
to Garaudy: “It was your com- 
munist friends who in 1940 were 
allied to Germany! Thorez desert- 
ed! He went to Moscow!” (The 
reference was to the fact that 
Maurice Thorez, chairman of the 
Communist Party in France, spent 
the war years in Russia.) 


Finally, the conservatives and 
members of the M.R.P. decided to 
leave the chamber in rotest 

ainst the insult to the Church. 
The president of the Assembly, 
Vincent Auriol, was forced to sus- 
pend the session. During the in- 
terim he called together leaders of 
the various parties, requesting 
them to exercise restraint when 
debate was resumed, 


Henri Teitgen, president of the 
French Lawyers’ Association of 
Nancy and father of the Minister 
of Justice, spoke for the Catholics 
at the renewal of the session, say- 
ing: “You may criticize anything, 
even my religion, but you do not 
have the right to deliver unjustified 
attacks. 1 am a Christian; it is a 
title difficult to carry, because it 
imparts great duties. I fee] that 
I have been insulted in my beliefs 
and in my sense of justice. I spent 
16 months at Buchenwald camp. 

ere those who revealed their 
Christian faith, those who prac- 
ticed their religion, were exposed 
to the brutalities of the Germans. 
I had as ompenions in deporta- 
tion, two Bishops who exercised 
their priesthood in spite of the 
death alty with which they had 
been threatened.

Canon Kir, mayor of Dijon, who 
was imprisoned and later condemn- 
ed to death by the Germans but 
who managed to escape, intervened 
to remind communists that it had 
been the Catholic Church which 
first established schools in France 
for the great masses of the people. 
M.R.P. leader Maurice Schumann 
recalled the 1937 statement of the 
communist Thorez that “freedom 
of conscience, which postulates the 
free exercise of religion and free- 
dom of education stands in the 
front line of democratic freedoms.” 


The communist leader Jacques 
Duclos repliéd cynically: “It was 
not as a matter of doctrine, but for 
reasons of opportunity that we 
agreed to freedom of education in 
institutions other than those oper- 
ated by the government. But we do 
not desire that fypedom of educa- 
tion be confirmed in the Constitu- 
tion because in the future it might 
prevent us from reforming educa- 
tion. We shall therefore vote for 
its severance.’ 


The proposal to include a guar-4 
antee of freedom of education jn 
the Constitution was defeated 274 
to 272, with 18 Algerian Moslem 
deputies lining up with commun- 
ists to cast the deciding negative 
votes,

Today’s books are new— 

The Miracle of the Bells by Rus- 
sell Janney. 

This is a joyous novel concerning 
Olga Treskovna—young movie ac- 
tress — William (Bill) Dunnsanss: 
Hollywood press agent; Father 
Paul, rector of the Church of St. 
Michael the Archangel, affection- 
ately called by Bill, St. Michael, 
the scrapper. 

Olga Treskovna dies immediate- 
ly after the completion of the film, 
“The Garden of the Soul,” in which 
she starred. The producer, Marcus 
Harris, decided to shelve the pic- 


ture, declaring both it and Bill}. 


Dunnegan to be a “jinx.” 

In Coaltown, Pa,, as a publicity 

stunt and to attract attention to 
the unreleased film, Bill arranges 
to have the bells of the five church- 
es in the town to be rung continu- 
ously for four days and nights, but 
this is topped by another spectacu- 
lar event, occuring in the shabby 
little Church of St. Michael the 
Archangel, 
_ Through 78 crisp, terse chapters, 
we meet characters never to be 
forgotten, including Bill Dunnegan, 
whom Broadway had cast aside as 
jinxed; Father Paul, no lenger har- 
rassed by debts and failure; Mar- 
cus Harris, squareshooting movie 
producer; Father Spinsky, the mer- 
cenary prelate, whose next step 
was to replace the statue of St. 
Joseph which had been brought 
from Poland (because the arm was 
mended); Jan Rubel, fighter and 
atheist; Robert Omansky and his 
Quick Lunch Heaven, and the bar- 
gaining undertaker James Orloff, 
who finally had to refund the six 
dollars he had charged for the six 
pairs of gloves to be worn by the 
pallbearers. All of these have been 
transformed by simple goodness 
and faith originating from the life 
of this young girl, whose influence 
is felt even after death and trans- 
forms this mining community from 
spiritual poverty to gladness and 
brotherhood. 

We even learn to know Saint 
Michael the Archangel better, and 
how much more fervently can the 
prayer be said after Mass each day, 
“St. Michael the Archangel, defend 
us in battle, etc.” We need his 
help, and we learn from Bill Dun- 
negan, that we can get it. Do not 
fail to read this book. 

Mr. Janney was co-author of 
The Vagabond King. At the age of 
65 he has startled the publishing 
world with a First novel — some 
quarter of a million words—crowd- 
ed with life histories of characters 
and pulsant with emotion. 


The Keeper of the Keys by Tho- 
mas McDermott. 

This is a readable, factual and 
sincere biography of Eugenio Pa- 
celli, now Pope Pius XII. As a 
Cardinal, he saw America, its land 
and its people. He saw the “Side- 
walks of New York” and visited 
the cities of the midwest and the 
Pacific coast, addressing large audi- 
ences of American Catholics, at 
receptions held in his honor. Al- 
ways aware of the acute and diver- 
sified problems in the world of to- 
day, the greatness of Eugenio Ma- 
ria Guiseppi Giovanni Pacelli 
shines mightily from these pages. 

‘Thomas McDermott, the author, 
is an attorney with the R.F.C. in 
Washington.
